Watergate bu rglary to th wart a cru cial 
p h ase o f th e FB I’s in v estigatio n o f th e 
case. 
So me o f th e stro n gest p ressu re fo r Nix ­ 
o n 's remo v al fro m o ffice came fro m h is 
stau n ch est su p p o rters in th e p ast. 
All 10 o f th e Rep u blican s o n th e Ho u se 
Ju diciary Co mmittee wh o v o ted again st 
all th ree articles o f imp each men t ap ­ 
p ro v ed by th e co mmittee said Mo n day ’s 
disclo su res h ad cau sed th em to reassess 
th eir p o sitio n s. 
Man y o f th em said flatly th ey wo u ld 
v o te fo r imp each men t if Nix o n do es n o t 
resign .

The Pettis Co unty Emerg ency Bo ard will co nv ene Thursday 
mo rning to decide whether the co unty sho uld be declared a 
disaster area because o f dro ug ht co nditio ns. 
Dick Dalto n, manag er o f the Ag ricultural Stabilizatio n and 
Co nserv atio n Serv ice (ASCS) o ffice here, called the meeting fo r 
9 a.m. in his o ffice, fo llo wing receipt o f a letter fro m the state 
bo ard asking fo r a reco mmendatio n by Friday . 
The fo ur-member Co unty Emerg ency Bo ard is co mpo sed o f 
representativ es fro m ASCS, the So il Co nserv atio n Serv ice, the 
Farmer’s Ho me Administratio n and the Univ ersity o f Misso uri 
Ex tensio n Serv ice. Dalto n, who is chairman o f the bo ard, said 
o ther interested parties wo uld be inv ited to attend the meeting 
as well. 
“ Perso nally , I wo uld say that co nditio ns are acute, and that 
the co unty sho uld be declared a disaster area,” Dalto n said 


Tuesday . He said his o ffice already has receiv ed abo ut 3 5 
applicatio ns fro m farmers fo rlo w-y ield disaster pay ments. 
Dalto n said he wo uld estimate that between 50 and 6 0 per cent 
o f the co unty ’s co rn cro p, o n the av erag e, has been lo st because 
o f the dro ug ht. Bo th he and Llo y d Lewellen, Ex tensio n farm 
ag ent, said a swath acro ss the middle part o f the co unty appears 
to be the hardest hit. 
Lewellen said Tuesday ’s rain wo uld hav e little effect o n co rn, 
ex cept fo r late planting s, but added that a “ g o o d so aker” wo uld 
help the milo and so y beans 
Dalto n said a disaster declaratio n fo r the co unty wo uld 
autho rize lo w-interest FHA lo ans to farmers and perhaps the 
initiatio n o f a liv esto ck feeding pro g ram, amo ng o ther thing s 
Go v .

As o ne o f the co mmittee’s last acts, 
Erv in subpo enaed Rebo zo ’s financial, 
telepho ne and o ther reco rds. But the 
secretiv e Rebo zo resisted bitterly , ev en 
go ing to co urt to fight the subpo ena. 


The sho wdo wn came behind the clo sed 
do o rs 
o f 
Erv in’s 
spacio us 
Capito l 
hideaway . Rebo zo sat silently while his 
Miami atto rney , William Frates, assailed 
the Watergate staff fo r harassing his client. 


The angry lawy er charged that Rebo zo 
had been questio ned repeatedly , that his 
bank had been pawed thro ugh, that 
unfav o rable secret testimo ny had been 
leaked to the press. Once lawmen rushed 
to Rebo zo ’s Key Biscay ne, Fla., bank to 
inv estigate a repo rt that two suspicio us 
men were casing it fo r a ro bbery . The two 
suspects turned o ut to be Watergate 
inv estigato rs. 


At o ne po int, Frates repo rtedly refused 
to neo go tiate if co mmittee inv estigato r 
Sco tt Armstro ng was in the ro o m. A 
general 
hubbub 
dev elo ped 
after 
co - 
chairman Ho ward Baker, R-Tenn., jo ined 
in the attack upo n co mmittee co unsel 
Terry Lenzner. 


Erv in resto red o rder and twice sent the 
staff into a smaller hideaway belo nging to 
Sen. Dan Ino uy e, D-Hawaii, to wo rk o ut an 
agreement. The nego tiatio ns dragged o n 
until the staffers and Frates, their nerv es 
raw, fell into bitter dispute. As two

WASHINGTON - Fo r the past fo ur 
mo nths, the gentleman has been regularly 
o n his feet in the Senate, deliv ering a series 
o f cheerful speeches o n “ What Is Go o d 
Abo ut the Federal Go v ernment.” Bo th the 
senato r and his speeches merit a wo rd o f 
praise. 
If y o u search the Co n­ 
gressio nal Directo ry fo r 
bio graphical info rmatio n 
upo n 
the 
gentleman, 
y o u will be bro ught up 
sho rt by a single line. 
It say s o f 
the 
senio r 
senato r this much and 
no thing mo re: 


Kilpatrick 
“ William 
Pro x mire, 


Wisco nsin.” 
The entry ho lds the brev ity reco rd. The 
co ngressio nal bio graphy o f Senato r Percy 
o f Illino is runs o n fo r 45 lines, the 
bio graphy o f Senato r Thurmo nd o f So uth 
Caro lina fo r 44. Co ngressman Pepper o f 
Flo rida ho lds the title with a garrulo us 5 3 
lines. But the gentleman fro m Wisco nsin 
co v ers himself in o ne. 
As an ex ercise in mo desty , the senato r’s 
o fficial bio graphy stands in remarkable 
co ntrast to the senato r’s transplanted hair, 
an ex ercise in v anity . The bio graphy and 
the hair are equally in character. 


Pro x mire pro v ides a nice study in 
co ntrasts. He is to day Wisco nsin’s mo st 
po pular po litical figure — in his last race in 
19 70 he swept all 72 co unties and claimed 
71 per cent o f the v o te — but he was earlier 
a 
three-time 
lo ser 
in 
gubernato rial 
campaigns. 
He is kno wn as o ne o f the Senate’s mo st 
persistent “ aginners.” He has fo ught 
against the Alaskan pipeline, against the 
superso nic transpo rt plane, and against 
defense co ntracts. He is heard mo st 
frequently 
in 
stinging 
assault 
upo n 
bankers, bureaucrats and Pentago n bo sses. 
Yet he went o ut o f his way in his “ What’s 
Go o d” series to praise the co mpetitio n o f 
bankers, the pro ductiv ity o f bureaucrats, 
and the co mpetence o f the Pentago n 
leaders. 
Mo st o f the time Pro x mire is the 
liberals’ liberal: He ranks high o n the 
sco recards o f o rganized labo r; he has made 
400 speeches in suppo rt erf the Geno cide 
Co nv entio n; he has v o ted fo r gun co ntro l, 
co nsumer pro tectio n, and easy 
v o ter 
registratio n. 
Yet 
he 
has 
steadfastly 
o ppo sed racial-balance busing, and in his 
skinflint attacks upo n wasteful spending he 
is the mo st persistent eco no mizer since 
Harry Flo o d By rd. 


Pro x mire is, in brief, a mav erick: a 
Demo crat who will no t stay with the 
Demo cratic herd. He can be as irritating as 
the late Way ne Mo rse and as affable as o ld 
Sam Erv in. He is 59 y ears o ld, a fact o ne 
gleans fro m a few laco nic lines in Who ’s 
Who , and in terms o f presidential po litics 
he is go ing no where. Within the Senate, he 
is headed fo r the chairmanship o f the 
Banking Co mmittee, a 
pro spect that 
bankers class with bad lo ans and the 
bubo nic plague. 


The senato r launched his “ What’s Go o d” 
speeches o n March 26 , o ut o f the natural 
perv ersity o f his nature: Ev ery o ne else 
was talking abo ut what is bad. Agreeing 
that many aspects o f American life are 
indeed unpleasant and inadequate, he 
nev ertheless 
turned 
stubbo rnly 
to 
a 
brighter side. 


Since then, Pro x mire has taken up 21 
to pics. He and his staff hav e pulled 
to gether facts and figures o n educatio n, 
civ il 
rights, 
wo men’s 
rights, 
and 
env iro nmental impro v ements. They hav e 
fo und much that is go o d in American 
medical care. Lo o king back to 19 5 7, when 
he first came to the Senate, Pro x mire is 
genuinely amazed to find so much fo rward 
mo tio n.

Chemical pesticide 


use increase noted

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
F a rm u se of c h e m ic a l 
pesticides climbed 40 per cent 
from 1966 throu gh 1971, with 
those u sed to control weeds 
g a ining m ost, sa y s th e 
Agricu ltu re Department. 
In all, the departm ent’s 
Economic Research Serv ice 
said Monday , farm ers u sed 
abou t 494 million pou nds of 
chemical compou nds in 1971. 
Those inclu ded DDT and some 


others su ch as aldrin which 
m ore re c e ntly has been 
banned or cu rbed by federal 
orders. 
“ Pesticide u se has led to 
more economic and efficient 
agricu ltu ral produ ction,” the 
report said. “ Howev er, q u es­ 
tions still arise on the produ c­ 
tiv ity of pesticides, the effects 
of su bstitu ting pesticides for 
other resou rces and the possi­ 
bility of env ironmental con­ 
tamination.”

Philip York, a chemical 
engineer with the EPA air 
compliance section, said 1973 
emissions at the Labidie plant 
were dou ble that allowed by 
federal regu lations, those at 
the Meramec plant were 6 per 
cent more than allowed and 
those at the Portage Des Siou x 
plant were 5 0 per cent more. 
Union E lectric officials 
hav e charged that* emission 
control dev ices for the plants 
wou ld be too ex pensiv e, bu t 
the EPA has disagreed. 
The company faces u p to 
$25 ,000 in fines and possible 
prison term s for its ex ecu tiv es 
if it does not comply with fed­ 
eral air pollu tion regu lations.

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Communist offensive on 
again in Southeast Asia

Ten y ears ag o this week the 
United States Co ng ress to o k a 
g iant step into an ag o nizing en­ 
tang lement, and the natio n has 
y et to reco v er. 
The step purpo rtedly was in­ 
tended to stem the o ffensiv e o f 
Co mmunism in So utheast Asia. 
The United States since has dis­ 
entang led itself so me, tho ug h 
far fro m co mpletely . As fo r the 
o ffensiv e, it may hav e slo wed 
o r ev en hesitated, but it nev er 
sto pped. It is o n ag ain rig ht 
no w. 
One o f the mo st painful chap­ 
ters in American histo ry beg an 
o n Aug . 7 ,1 96 4 , when Co ng ress 
appro v ed what wo uld be kno wn 
as the To nkin Gulf Reso lutio n. 
The v o te in the Senate was 88-2 , 
in the Ho use, 4 16 -0 . 
The reso lutio n’s ex pressed 
aim was “ to pro mo te inter­ 
natio nal peace and security in 
So utheast Asia.” The effect was 
(to permit President Ly ndo n B. 
Jo hnso n to intensify the Viet­ 
nam war and American in­ 
v o lv ement therein, at his dis­ 
cretio n. 
As seen by Gen. William C. 
Westmo reland, newly assig ned 
American co mmander in Viet­ 
nam, the situatio n was this: 
The Viet Co ng , stro ng ly sup­ 


po rted by Co mmunist No rth 
Vietnam’s reg ulars, co ntro lled 
mo st o f So uth Vietnam’s rural 
areas. A series o f military 
co ups in Saig o n had made that 
reg ime perilo usly unstable. The 
Co mmunists were in g rabbing 
distance o f easy v icto ry that 
wo uld nullify y ears o f Ameri­ 
can effo rt at a co st o f mo re 
than $10 billio n since the end o f 
Wo rld War II. 
Ostensibly 
to 
g ather 
in­ 
tellig ence o n No rth Vietnamese 
mo v ements o f men and mate­ 
riel so uthward, the U.S. Nav y 
was patro lling in the To nkin 
Gulf. By American acco unt, 
here’s what happened: 
On Aug . 2 , 2 8 miles o ff the 
co ast and in “ the hig h seas,” it 
was repo rted that No rth Viet­ 
namese to rpedo bo ats had at­ 
tacked the destro y er Maddo x . 
It escaped serio us damag e. The 
destro y er C. Turner Jo y and 
air patro l fro m the carrier Ti- 
co ndero g a 
were 
o rdered 
to 
reinfo rce the Maddo x . On Au g. 
4 after dark, the to rpedo bo ats 
attacked ag ain abo ut 6 0 miles 
fro m sho re. The Americans 
o pened fire and scattered the 
attackers witho ut themselv es 
suffering any damag e. The Pa­ 
cific Co mmand reco mmended 
immediate punitiv e air strikes 
o n the No rth. 
Nex t day , President Jo hnso n 


an n o u n ced 
“measu red” 
re­ 
sp o n se. Th e No rth 's to rp edo 
b o at fleet an d a p etro leu m sto r­ 
age area at Vin h , in th e No rth 
Vietn amese p an h an dle, were 
h it, th e an n o u n ced p u rp o se 
b ein g to sign al Han o i again st 
“ miscalcu latio n ” o f American 
in ten t to resp o n d to attack. Two 
day s later Co n gress gav e th e 
Presiden t carte b lan ch e with 
th e To n kin Gu f reso lu tio n .

Wh eth er all Vietn am is 
ev er u n ified o n Han o i's term s 
dep en ds n o w n o t o n th e Un ited 
States, wh ich with drew militar­ 
ily u n der th e 197 3 Paris agree­ 
men ts, b u t o n a stu b b o rn ly au ­ 
th o ritarian Saigo n regime it­ 
self.

Dear Reader — Yes, I seem 
to

so mewhere befo re. And, Ann 
Landers no t withstanding , y o u 
can do so mething abo ut it. It is 
true that y o u inherit a tendency 
to be thin o r heav y . Yo u can see 
this in the animal king do m, to o . 
Just lo o k at the basic difference 
in a beef co w and a dairy co w. 
One is heav y and the o ther fine 
bo ned witho ut so much muscle. 
But, y o u can g ro w muscles in 
spite o f y o ur heredity . 
But firsHet me say that y o ur 
parents’ o v erweig ht pro blem 
may be due to their ag e. At 
their ag e their bo dies are no t as 


activ e as y o urs is, and it is a 
so mewhat different pro blem. It 
is mo re impo rtant ho w thin 
they were when they were y o ur 
ag e, no t what is g o ing o n no w. 
And, I’m no t impressed that 
y o u are so skinny . Fo r y o ur 
heig ht y o u can’t ex pect to weig h 
a lo t with a no rmal life sty le, 
unless y o u g et fat. I do n’t think 
much o f being fat, fo r either 
appearance o r health. 


Part o f y o ur pro blem is y o ur 
phy sical activ ity . It is fine to be 
activ e, and it helps keep y o ur 
bo dy in a g o o d state o f health. 
But, y o u wo n’t g ro w heav y 
muscles with mo st ty pes o f 
spo rts, 
such 
as 
tennis, 
swimming , running o r handball, 
to mentio n a few. These will all 
build so me muscle and are g o o d 
fo r 
bo dy 
endurance. 
Mo st 
peo ple 
apparently 
do n’t 
understand 
that 
endurance 
ex ercise 
(mo st 
spo rts 
and 
running ) do es NOT dev elo p 
larg e muscles. The o nly way to 
g ro w ev en big g er muscles is to 
pro g ressiv ely lo ad the muscles 
to near max imum ability . These 
are the weig ht-lifting ty pe o f 
ex ercises. Each time y o u make 
the muscle co ntract under an 
increased lo ad it g ro ws a little 
big g er. The big g er the cro ss 
sectio nal area o f the muscle, the 
stro ng er it is. 
Eating ex cess fo o d witho ut 
streng th training will o nly make 
y o u fat. Yo u need streng th-ty pe 
ex ercises 
— 
then y o u will 
stimulate y o ur muscles to g ro w.
